$100 h igh er th an th at of Sterling, and 
6 5 cents h igh er th an it was last y ear. 
Much of th e difference between th e 
levy in th e two cities Is due 
to 
an ex cess of sch ool tax in Dix on, 44 
cents, Sterling h aving to pay $3.8 0 and 
Dix on $4.24 on $100.

dently more pupils, or th eir educaional 
facilities are better in Dix on th an In 
Sterling. Th en Dix on h as a city bond 
tax , court bouse bond tax , library tax 
and special road and bridge tax , in all 
am ounting to 77 cents, wh ich Sterling 
does not h ave to provide for. 
Our 
road and bridge tax was 58 cents, 
against 45 cents for Sterling. 
On th e oth er h and, our county tax 
is 6z cents against Sterlings’ 71 cents: 
our town tax a fraction over 5 cents 
against 18 cents for Sterling; our city 
tax is $2.00, wh ich is 37 cents less th an 
th at of Sterling. Our entire tax levy 
th is y ear is $8 .8 1, wh ile Sterling’s is 
$8 06 on $100 of assessed valuation.

So far as is 
known Commissioner Garfield’s bureau 
h as given no consideration to any 
question in wh ich legal steps would 
be taken in Ch icago aside from Its 
investigation of th e packing industry 
made last 
fall under construction 
from Congress. I t is inferred Mr.

But to tin* strain on Its lungs of long 
protracted song the lark adds the great 
muscular exertion of a steady upward 
flight, usuniiy carried out not by sen 1 
lng the air iu gentle circles, as In the 
soaring of the larger birds, but by a 
vertical climb made by the incessant 
beating of its winga. 
W ordsworth’s 
recognition of it as the 
Type o f the wise who soa r, but never 
room, 
True to the kindred po ints o f hea ven a nd 
home, 
Is often almost literally correct. After 
two or three spirals the bird goes up 
almost as if it were drawn heavenward 
by a cord, and then, closing its wings, 
descends like a falling stone to tiie 
very point from which it rose. 
The 
strain upon the muscles and the lungs 
would tic great if during all this time 
It were silent. 
But it chooses to add 
to the exertion of soaring that of pour 
lng forth a continuous flood of sweet 
notes with no intermissions or breaks 
whatever. 
A lark will soar and sing during a 
space of ten minutes consecutively. The 
rapidity with which the pectoral mus­ 
cles are working during this period 
may be judged from the fact that the 
bird makes not less than from five to 
six beats of the wing per second. The 
beats are usually f h sets of from three 
to five, the bird pausing for a moment 
as if to tuke a fresh start after the 
Interval. 
When chased by the merlin 
falcon, skylarks make their finest ex­ 
hibitions of flight, ascending into the 
air to heights which have been esti­ 
mated as being not dess than a thou­ 
sand feet. 
Sometimes the bird uses 
the same means of ascent as when it is 
soaring and singing, rising vertically 
by incessant beats of the wipg. In the 
language of the falconer, these are 
termed “mounting’’ larks, and their 
object is to outfly the hawk directly, 
shaking off its pursuit during the as 
cent. Others prefer to rise by flying iu 
a spiral, which the falcon imitutes. 
Mr. E. B. Michell, In his volume on 
“The Art and Practice of Hawking,” 
says: “The one bird may be circling 
from right to left and the other from 
left to right, and neither seems to guide 
the direction of its rings by any refer 
ence to those which the other Is mak 
ing. It 
now a Struggle to s« *e which 
can get up fastest, and it is astonish­ 
ing to see to what a height such flights 
will sometimes reach. 
As soon as a 
lark is 8 00 feet high it can drop, almost 
like a stone, Into any cover within a 
radius of 200 yards from the spot just 
under it, allowance being made for the 
effect of the wind. 
But 8 00 feet is n >t 
high for a ringing flight; ¡it least there 
Is nothing unusual about it. 
A lark 
does not go out of sight until it is 
much above that height, and it is no 
extraordinary tiling for it to do this.’’ 
The lark seldom sings late in the day. 
It can be tempted to rise in a burst of 
melody for one final ascent if the even­ 
ing sun breaks through the clouds after 
rain, but as a rule it Is silent long 
before tiie sun has descended into the 
western bed of cloud. 
We have Mil­ 
ton’s authority that it is up and in song 
before dawn. 
But those who have 
Hea rd the la rk begin its flight 
And singing .sta rtle the dull night 
are not easily found, though in the 
height of tho pairing time it may very 
possibly be beforehand with aurora in 
greeting its mate. 
But as a rule the 
lark sings ¡it sunrise, as the ortolan 
eats. 
Darkness depresses it and keeps 
It mute, but a gleam of sun is tlie sig­ 
nal for it to ascend. 
Obviously rain 
would make it most difficult for it to 
soar, both by adding to the weight Of 
ius body from the moiatitre caught in 
the feathers and by wetting the webs 
of the pinions, so the lark only soars in 
the dry as a rule. It is one of the most 
sensitive and best of nature’s weather 
gauges, for when the larks begin to 
siug it is almost certain that rain has 
ceased for some time, if not for the 
day. 
It is the cock lark which sings. 
William Cobbett noted tbut one was 
ust soaring and beginning to sing 
when tiie ben flew up and evidently 
told him to stop, for she fetched him 


Everybody knows how much dogs 
differ in their ability as swimmers, re­ 
trievers and w ater spaniels being the 
w ater dogs par excellence. A Russian 
retriever which 1 once owned w.as re­ 
markable as a water dog. preferring 
tho sea to fresh water for his bath. He 
often swam so fair out that I lost sight 
of him, and could not find him even 
through a glass. He m ust have gone 
at least two or three miles straight out 
to sea, and several times I gave him up 
for lost. 
He always, however, came 
straight back to the spot whence lie 
started. 
The liking of this dog for tallow was 
so great that he would eat all the cau­ 
dles lie could find in the, house, search 
ing the bedroom« for them. 
He oflon 
took 
them 
when lighted 
from the 
tii Dies, and he was so fierce that no­ 
body dare Interfere with him unless 
his m aster was ¡it hand. 
There is the same difference regard­ 
ing liking for the w ater among wild 
animals of the dog kind us there is 
among the domestic animals. Wolves, 
though they can swim tolerably well, 
never care to enter the w ater except to 
escape pursuit. They will not enter it 
after their prey, as dogs do, but will 
gallop round a lake or pond to meet the 
escaping victim. If the q uarry cross a 
river the wolves at once give up the 
chase. 
Some heavy animals which can swim 
after a fashion will drown as they 
float if their fur is completely satu­ 
rated. 
This is the ease with rabbits 
and many of the mouse tribe. 
The 
common mouse and the field mouse 
can only swim a few yards. 
They 
drown in the act of swimming. 
The same is also true of the rabbit 
and most, perhaps all, small eats, 
though lions and tigers swim well and 
often cross large rivers, ¡is do tho large 
cats of America—that is, the puma and 
the jaguar. 
The latter deserves the 
name of the w ater eat, for it habitual­ 
ly haunts large rivers ¡md lakes and, 
contrary to the habits of all other eats, 
seems to love the water. 
None of the 
American small cats ever voluntarily 
enters the water, but they iisli from the 
banks of stream s and from partly sub­ 
merged roots, etc., clawing the fish out 
as they swim past. 
Though the rabbit cannot swim and 
avoids damp situations, the hare, as is 
generally known, swims well, and so, 
Indeed, do the majority of mammals. 
All deer are expert and most grace­ 
ful swimmers, and in this they are 
eq ualed by the horse, which can swim 
for miles without becoming exhausted. 
Horses have been known to cross the 
Niagara river from the American to 
the Canadian side for the purpose of 
returning to their old stables. 
It may be useful to give a few bints 
on crossing over with horses. A mount 
ed man should slip off behind and 
holding lightly by the anim al’s tail 
permit himself to be towed across 
This method puts the least strain on 
the horse and is the safest for the man 
The horse Also should be permitted to 
take its ovrsi way. 
It is remarkable 
with w hat strange instinct (or is 
reason?) it will choose the best landin 
place on the opposite bank, avoidin 
dangerous currents and q uicksands 
At any rate, this is my experience with 
American horses. 
With the exception of aq uatic ani 
mals the bear is probably tbe stron 
gest and ln» st swimmer among mam 
mals. 
I have known the American 
black bear to swim across small lakes 
and arm s of the larger bodies of wa 
ter a distance of at least tw enty miles 
without a break, and, though many 
bears have no doubt readied the is 
land of Anticosti, in the gulf of St 
Lawrence, on ice floes. I am sure oth­ 
ers have swum thither frpm the main­ 
land, traveling probably in some in 
stances thirty miles through the water. 
No black benr will go a yard out of 
its way to avoid water, but passes 
straight through any river or lake that 
lies in its way. 
The grizzly bear is 
m jstly an inhabitant of dry. rocky 
tracts, but even grizzlies often take to 
the water, for no perceptible cause ex­ 
cept love of it. 
Though the mouse cannot swim far­ 
ther than a few yards, the rat is a pow­ 
erful swimmer, and the river that will 
bar its course must not not only be 
broad, but of strong current also. Lem­ 
mings and other small rodents are also 
good swimmers, but there are some 
small mammals that have as great a 
dread of water as they have of fire; 
among them the American sq uirrel. 
This little animal, like the mouse, can 
swim only a very few yards when it 
drowns, the carcass remaining afloat 
long after death. Probably they would 
live a considerable time if they re­ 
mained motionless and simply floated, 
but it Is a remarkable fact that all ani­ 
mals, except man and monkeys, strike 
out and naturally go through the mo­ 
tions of stMfcr. tiling. 
Monkeys cannot swim and have a 
great dread of the water. If they drop 
accidentally Into a river, which they 
sometime» do when sq uabbling among 
themselves, or when they are pursued 
by nn enemy, they seldom succeed in 
struggling out. but are speedily drown 
ed. 
One would expect that the light 
bodies of birds, with their bones full 
ot air cells, would be admirably adapt­ 
ed to keep them 
a floa t Such is not 
the ca se, however. 
Birds drown more ra pidly than most 
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of the neck. 
They at once strike out 
with ttieir legs, but never use their 
wingft, swimming in ail aimless fash­ 
ion or often involuntarily making a 
great circuit. 
They t 
utes, w inch is the m< 
the head seems to be 
to the last, and I an 
that they die rather 
than from actual d ro . 
W ith regard to nata 
swim and dive well, 
severely wounded; but there are many 
waterfowl w hich do not dive, which 
either rise from the water with great 
difficulty or cannot rise at all, if the 
whole of their feathers are wetted.

Jaguar and even the otter) have no 
notion of swimming until they attain 
a certain age and have had some ex­ 
perience, my own opinion is that their 
powers are not merely instinctive, and 
I am disposed to place them on the 
same footing as human beings.

The roundhouse itself is a most unin- I 
viting place, with its soot begrimed 
w alls and smoky interior. These build- \ 
ings are all constructed on the same j 
general lines, low, one sT'» ry structures, ; 
generally built of brick ui*a semicircu- : 
lar m shape. The

Is the center of the turntable.

ranged along tbe inner side of the 
building is a line of doors, each exactly 
k like its neighbor. 
Under each runs a 
track of standard gauge, giving the 
whole an appearance not unlike a

spider’s web, tbe center of which is the 
turntable. 
The turntable itself consists of a pit 
walled with stone, across which is a 
bridge free at tbe ends, but balanced at 
tbe center on a spindle. 
Rails are laid 
across this, as if it were a part of the 
roadbed. 
When the fires of thc locomotive 
have been cored for the engineer runs 
his machine upon the table. With deft 
hand at tbe throttle, he brings it to a 
stop at tbe precise point where the 
hundred tons of sttvl balance on the 
spindle that supports the bridge.

class shape In every way. 
Throughout this work keen watch Is 
kept for any signs of broken parts, and 
any found are repaired. The hundred 
or more flues are cleaned by steam 
pressure. 
An engine seldom comes to the house 
th at dot's not need repairs of some 
sort. The delicate mechanism is con­ 
stantly becoming broken, and unceas­ 
ing attention is req uired.

An o fficer o f the British army says 
that one of the tinest dinners he ever 
ate was served to him by a Chinese 
host in Ho ng ko ng . He thus describes 
it: “First on our menu came the lit­ 
tle oysters which cling to tlie bamboo 
stems in the salt water marshes of up­ 
per China. 
They are, I should fancy, 
the smallest and the sweetest oysters 
In the world. 
Bird’s nest soup follow­ 
ed, prepared as it should be. 
I fancy 
th at a chicken broth was the liquid to 
which the nest gave its peculiar and 
attractive taste of the sea at our feast, 
and the combination was ex cellent. Tri­ 
pang, which we know as beche-de-mer, 
followed. 
It is the sea slug from the 
Looeboo islands, and served as an en­ 
tree it tastes very much like turtle fat, 
though richer. To counteract its rich­ 
ness a great china bowl of boiled bam­ 
boo shoots was banded round with I t 
“Nex t came a very small roast 
I 
thought at first that it was a tiny suck­ 
ing pig, but it had no crackling, and 
the flesh was like that of an agneau de 
lait, the little lambs whose meat is 
« now white. 
It was one of the Can­ 
tonese puppies of a particular kind, 
which are doomed from birth to take 
their place on the roasting spit and 
which are fed on rice and milk only. I 
looked down the table and saw that 
my friend was eating with zest, so for 
the first time in my life I ate dog—and 
liked it ex ceedingly. 
W ith this puppy 
were served all the vegetables in sea­ 
son and a salad which had the taste of 
young nasturtium leaf as its strongest 
flavor. 
Rice birds followed. They are 
smaller than ortolans, each tiny plump 
creature being but a mouthful, but they 
« re tlie most delicious eating of all the 
feathered small fry. 
“Nankin eggs were nex t brought 
round. They had been buried for fifty 
years, and a Chinaman detects some 
special flavor in them. 
To me they 
tasted just like an ordinary hard boiled 
egg, and their appearance, being al­ 
most black, was not inviting. 
They 
were, in my opinion, the one failure of 
the dinner. 
The sideboard had been 
spread with a variety of cold viands, 
among them pheusants and game pies 
from Shanghai and a Kobe round of 
spiced beef. 
Baskets of fruit were 
brought in and little orange trees in 
pots, from which we were invited to 
pluck the ripe fruit”
